“THE TRUE MEANING OF EDUCA- 
TION.” 


ADDRESS BY KEY. DR. MOXOM OF SPRING- 
FIELD TO THE BRIMFIELD ACADEMY SENIORS 


During the present century there has been 
great progress in educational ideals. Within 
my own remembrance, & knowledge of the 
three R’s was thought to constitute a fair 
education. Afterwards there came what 
may be called a period of scholasticism when 
the acquisition of knowledge was considered 
to be the end of education. In the present 
age there is @ broader and profounder con- 
ception of the real meaning of education 
than has prevailed before. So the meaning 
of education is developing and expanding as 
a flower opens petal by petal. Lessing, who 
was in advance of his age, truly detined edu- 























































































































































cation when he called it a revelation. And 
Lessing was right. Education is the opening 
of the soul of man; it is the disclosure of 
possibilities. In education the meaning of 
life is gathered up. Education is the process 
by which our real being and powers are 
educed. St. Paul described the true end of 
education when he said, “until we all arrive 
Education is the making 


’ 


at a perfect man.’ 
a man or a woman, the unfolding of life; it 
is getting the power of insight, of self-posses- 
sion. 

There are two ways of looking at educa- 
tion, the first being its immediate or tempo- 
rary object. This consists of efticiency of 
service, attained by force of mind and power 
of thought. But the great, the ultimate end 
of education is fullness and force of being, 
enlargement and enrichment of life. The 
achievement of men’s activities, all the com- 
mercial relations of the world, all things 
which are the temporary ends of education 
are, in reality, for the purpose of ministering 
to the mind and soul, A well-known mis- 
sionary whose life had been one of peculiar 
devotion to the service of humanity, was 
standing with a friend upon the dock watch- 
ing a vessel set sail for India. The vessel's 
cargo was ice, for it was before the days of 
sending machines to India by which the 
people can make their own ice. The setting 
out of this vessel on its long voyage, and the 
marvel of established intercourse and com- 
mercial relations with that far-away land 
deeply impressed the two men, as they 
watched the ship depart. Then turning to 
his companion the missionary said: ‘‘Ah, 
my friend, the real meaning, of these ships is 
not to transport ice to India, but to carry 
light and liberty to those who sit in darkness 
and bondage.”’ Since education is for the 
lifetime, what should be the object of the 
school? It may be said, first, that it is to 
awaken and train the mind, it is to give the 
beginning of self-possession, but not so much 
to furnish knowledge which is the food of 
the mind. 

The training of the school gives power of 
observation, the power to see. And the 
power of vision should be combined with the 
power of expression. The educated person 


has the power of expressing what he sees, 
and he is educated in so far as he can ex- 
press what he sees. The power of cultivated

The right kind of 
education takes too much softness out of a 
boy or girl. It sets obstacles and gives 
power to overcome them. 


Another object of the school is to create 
and develop taste, using the word in a 
broad sense. It is taste which enables us ‘‘to 
sit by our ftiresides and take hold of the 
poles of the earth.” Itis by means of taste 
that we may have friendship with blind old 
Homer and with the Mantuan bard, with 
Dante and Milton, with Tennyson and 
Wordsworth, with Emerson and Whittier 
and Longfellow and Lowell. Then there is 
the taste for science; for an acquaintance 
with Nature and her laws is very important. 
At all events, do not fail to have a taste for 
something. Lowell speaks of “Good taste 
which is the conscience of the mind, and the 
conscience which is the taste of the soul. 
Taste is the appreciation of the good, the 
beautiful and the true. Tastes implies the 
capacity for just criticism joined with the 
power of appreciation. And it should be 
the work of the school to awaken this power 
of appreciation. 

The noblest end of education is to create 
or foster true ideals, The child lives 
largely in the imagination. Itisa mythical 
world that surrounds childhood. Said my 
little boy to me as the moon looked brightly 
down upon us, ‘Papa, is the moon God’s 
eye?” And was he not right? It was not 
for me indeed, to say no. The school should 
develop the imaginative powers of 
ehildren in the direction of high 
ideals. For ideals are being formed con- 
tinually by the influence which children are 
subjected to. There is the influence of the 
teacher upon the pupil, and the influence of 
the pupils upon one another, while much of 
this influence is unconsciously exerted. 

The stimulating of noble ideals is the 
means of true culture. Culture is not a 
veneer, it is a quality struck in; it changes 
the very substance of a nature. But while 
the school awakens faculties and powers and 
influence the nature in the right direction, 
it is the business of life to continue the work

Yet it is true that we in- 
fluence more by what we are than by what 
wedo. Itis an inspiring personality that is 
felt most. Itis personal character that tells. 
3ut it is not by inactivity, but by doing, that 


noble character is achieved. Give yourself. 
Let your life be so fair, so true, 50 
strong, that it will make the sunshine 


brighter and the air sweeter. There are 
many ways of serving, but whatever your 
work may be, bring to bear upon it a fine 
enthusiasm. Let there be in it a consecra- 
tion aglow. There is a contagion tn such a 
spirit. Thow yourself without reservation 
into your endeavors. Selfishness is the dry 
rot of life. Be fearless, be free. Let the 
blood leap through the arteries. Fling your- 
self into life.

THE FARMERS OF TO-DAY. 


John M. Smith of Sunderland is right ia 
saying that the farmers are better off to-day 
than they were 50 or 75 years ago. Kvery- 
thing they raise brings a higher price, 
much of it double what it used to sell for. 
They used to sell hay for $8 and $10 a ton 


now it 1s S15 or 320 Butter was nine-pence 
a pound now 22 and 25 cents. Eggs, 10 
cents—now 16 and 20, sometimes Ww. 
Potatoes 25 cents a bushel—now 75 cents and 


$1. And so right through the list. The 


farms on the whole produce as much or 
more now than they did. There is a 
greater diversity of crops. Tobacco and 
onions are grown on a large scale. Garden- 
ing and fruit culture are now largely 


engaged in, where formerly there was little 
or none. The reason why farmers do not 
prosper 45 well now as they used to is be- 
cause of their increased outgoes. The dis- 
proportion between income and outgoes ts 
greater now than it was. While the 
farmer has a greater income DOW, his ¢x- 
penditures have increased in greater pro- 
portion. He lives in better style than he 


did. He has better furniture 1D his 
house; he rides in a better carriage; he 
dresses better; he has music in his home, 


books, mags zines, and daily and weekly 
newspapers on his table; he travels more 
and sees more of the world; and be knows 
more of what is going on, and so is better 
able to judge of public affairs and better 
equipped to discharge his duties as a good 
citizen. All these things cost. See what 
he pays out for home comforts, for furniture 
adornments, conveniences; see how much 
wore he pays for postage than his father and 
grandfather did, how much more for reading 
matter, and for traveling expenses on rail- 
ways; look at his town, county and state 
taxes, and his minister’s tax, now three or 
four times greater than they were. As 
Mr. Smith says, no one wants to go back to 
the old way of living and working. If 
people would live now as economically as 
they used to, and work as hard and as many 
hours a day, they could have more money 
than they used to when prices of farm 
products were lower. But they would not 
enjoy life as well, their families would be 
more discontented, and the children would 





see the actual houses and farms which they 
pass; the educated can see the possible 


Again, the object of the school is disci- 
pline, self-mastery, the developing and train- 
ing of the faculties.

The object of education 
is the complete possession of the faculties 


Another object of the school is the train- 
ing of the will. There is a mistaken idea as 
to the meaning of will. In fact “‘won’t’’ has 
been mistaken too often for will. Too much 
“won't,” not too much will has stood in the 
way of the world’s progress. An illustration 
of this was the case of the deacon who was 
bound to object to every Measure that was 
proposed in a certain church. No matter 
what came up, he was sure to be on 
the other side. ‘Why is it, Deacon 
A—,”’ he was finally asked, “that you 
always oppose measures which the rest 
of us are in favor of and try to carry out? 
“Why, my conscience won't let me agree to 
them,” the deacon replied. “Your conscience 
won’t let you, what do you mean, Deacon 
A?” ‘Well, something rises right up inside 
of me and says, ‘Don’t you give in, don’t 
you give in,’ und I have to go by my con- 
science, you see.”’ What the world needs is 
that kind of will which will carry one 
through a difficult task. There is a great 
deal of flabbiness in the world, and parents 
are often responsible for this by being too 
tender of their children. Said a fond, weak, 
mother, ‘I believe my boys are the most 
tender-hearted children in the world. Why 
Johnny will burst into tears if Iso much as 










leave the farm as soon as they were able to 
get away. The times have changed. There 
is a fashion in the manner of living, as well 
as in articles of dress. We have to do much 
as others do. If the mass of people demand 
more in the style of living, no individual 
can long resist. He must fall in with the 
rest, or be left isolated by the roadside.—

ELECTRIC ROAD MATTERS. 


Palmer and Monson Company’s Hearing at Ware. 
Ware Company Asks for Track Locations. 


One thing was plainly shown at the hear- 
ing by the Ware selectmen last Saturday on 
the petition of the Palmer and Monson 
Street Railway company for an extension of 
time on its franchise in that town, and that 
was that the people of Ware want an electric 
road, and want it quick, and the company 
which will give some tangible assurance of 
having a road in operation within a short 
time will have the support of the people at 
large. There is no denying that at the be- 
ginning of the hearing the popular sentiment 
was against the Palmer company and in 
favor of a new company recently formed, 
containing a few Ware men, which promised, 
through persons not authorized to speak for 
it, to build a road from West Warren to 
Ware in 10 weeks; but as it was shown that 
this company was not even ready to apply 
for a franchise, while the Palmer company 
was willing to post a forfeit to have the road 
running by November Ist between Forest 
Lake apd Ware, with the West Warren end 
a month later, the feeling changed to one en- 
dorsing and favoring the latter corporation. 

There were only a few present at the open- 
ing of the hearing, but they gradually 
drifted in until about 200 were in attendance. 
There were present for the Palmer company 
President C. F. Grosvenor, G. C. Flynt of 
Monson, E. G. Childs of Bondsville and H. 
P. Holden of Palmer, directors, Superintend- 
ent Sbepard, T. W. Kenefick, the road’s 
counsel, Contractor F. T. Ley of Springfield, 
A. G. Bushnell of New Haven and Allen W. 
Paige of Bridgeport. Mr. Kenefick was the 
first speaker for the petitioners, saying that 
at the hearing last fall the only question 
raised was whether the company was acting 
in good faith. It was distinctly stated at 
that time that the road was to be built with 
outside capital, which had been promised ; 
there had been no concealment of this fact. 
The men who had agreed to furnish the 
money had not done so. A heavy advance 
in the price of material in the fall had de- 
layed the construction of many electric 
roads, this one among them. Had the road 
been built at that time the increased cost 
would have been so great as to preclude any 
possibility of operating the road at a profit. 
Conditions had changed and the company 
was now ready to go on at once with the 
construction of the road on the lines previ- 
ously laid down by the selectmen. Men 
were present ready to prove their willing- 
ness and ability todo this. New conditions 
had brought new companies into the field, 
but Ware people wanted an electric road, 
and at the earliest possible moment; under 
these conditions he asked an extension of 
the grant to the Palmer and Monson com- 
pany, as the one able to complete the road in 
the shortest time. The company asked a 
continuance with the intention of building 
at once, and not holding on or selling out. 
If the Palmer and Monson people could 
satisfy the selectmen as to their intentions 
and ability, they should have an extension. 

Mr. Paige was called on and in answer to 
a question stated that he was one of a num- 
ber who proposed putting money into the 
road, and represented them. He was willing 
to give a surety company’s bond that the 
road would be completed and the cars run- 
ning to Ware by November 1st, conditioned 
on unavoidable delays from causes Over 
which the company had no control. The 
time for the completion of the West Warren 
branch he thought ought to be extended to 
December Ist. 

President Grosvenor stated that the privi- 
leges asked were being asked in earnest, the 
intention of the company being to speedily 
avail itself of them if granted. 

Mr. Kenefick suggested that the privilege 
asked was no bonanza, as many seemed to 
think, which the town was asked to give 
away, but an opportunity to secure for Ware 
a street railway. Towns located so far from 
the large business centers are not likely to 
prove sufliciently protitable to be called 
bonanzas. There was a better prospect for 
the Palmer and Monson company because of 
its pleasure resort at Forest Lake, and the 
section of its line already constructed. With 
this road there was also the guaranty of 
speedy construction and the road in opera- 
tion within a short time. In reply to a 
question he stated that the company would 
undoubtedly be glad to build to Gilbertville 
provided two dangerous grade crossings in 
that village could be avoided. 

Mr. Paige stated that the contracts were 
already made provisionally, and the com- 
pany was willing to give a sufficient guar- 
anty that there should be fair dealing and 
reasonable terms on the part of the com- 
pany, and a carrying out of any agreement 
made. This closed the case for the petition- 
ers for the time being, and the remonstrants 
were given an opportunity to be heard. 

J. H. G. Gilbert agreed that Ware wanted 
an electric road, but the Palmer people had 
had an opportunity to carry out their prom- 
ises and had not even carried out one. It 
had been reported in the papers time and 
time again that work was to begin at once, 
but the company had never kept a single 
promise. At the time of the application for 
a franchise last fall he had not thought the 
company responsible, and he had not since 
changed his mind. Ware had had enough of 
this company, and it was time to give some 
other a show. : 

Col. E H. Gilbert thought Ware did not 


having one; if one would bring increased 
business facilities it would be a good thing. 
He never could see how one could be made 


beneath the whole matter but couldn’t prove 
his suspicions. 
Ware demanded the dropping of the Palmer 
company. 

G. E. Tucker said he favored the Palmer 


company in the field, and an opportunity to 
have a road with ‘Ware Street Railway” on 
the cars, and he thought that ought to be 
secured. 


Referring to the new company mentioned, 


could have the road built, one year or five; 
if in one year, good; but if no guaranty to 
build within a given time was offered he saw 
nothing to prevent giving an extension to 
the Palmer company. In reply F. M. Sibley, 
while not autborized to speak for the new 
company, stated that the men back of it 
were solid, and would have the road from 
West Warren to Ware built in 10 weeks 
from the time of granting a franchise; they 
had nine miles of rails ready to ship into 
town. In view of this statement Father 
Boyle thought a bird in the hand worth two 
inthe bush. Here was a company with a 
vague promise to do something, “But we all 
know,” he said, “how many things are 
started in Ware and then allowed to drop. 
There is plenty of capital in Ware, but we 
all know bow hard it is to get it invested 
unless it will yield 10, 15 or 20 per cent.

company which had promised to build in 10 
weeks did not originate in Ware, and it 
would be well to go slow with it. It would 
not be wise for the town to drop the Palmer 
company and run the risk of losing both. 
He advised postponing the whole matter 
until the new company could make a posi- 
tive statement. 

H. C. Davis suggested that as the Palmer 
company was on the ground with an offer to 
give a guaranty to build the road, it would 
be well to see that it had the opportunity. 

The petitioners were given another oppor- 
tunity, and Mr. Paige suggested that while 
the road was not likely to prove a bonanza, 
in fact the chances for profit were doubtful, 
still if the people of Ware were with the 
company the road would be built. He had 
been interested with the men he represented 
in the construction of some 40 electric roads, 
with double and treble the capital involved 
in this, and they had yet to fail to fulfill an 
agreement. It was a simple business propo- 
sition: If Ware people wanted transporta- 
tion at reasonable times and at reasonable 
prices, the Palmer and Monson company 
proposed to give it. If they wanted a new 
company to build the road, make it give the 
same guaranty which the Palmer road was 
willing to give, and make them complete the 
road within the time promised by the Palmer 
company. 

Regarding taxable property in Ware, Mr. 
Kenetick stated that the Palmer company 
proposed to erect a car barn in the town, 
and that its track mileage in the town would 
be taxable; any company which built in 
Ware would probably buy its power of the 
local electric light company. The question 
to be considered now was one of good faith 
only; the Palmer company’s financial ability 
bad been questioned last fall, but now that 
was shown to be ample, and good faith was 
the only point to be considered, and promises 
backed by a guaranty such as the company 
proposed to give ought to count for some- 
thing. No man in ordinary business life 
was ever held to such strict accountability 
as it was proposed to hold the Palmer com- 
pany; the business man was givena second 
opportunity; a third, and perhaps another. 
The Palmer company asked only a second 
opportunity, backed by a forfeit which would 
enrich the town if it failed to build. When 
would the new company have the line in 
operation? If the town wanted an electric 
road and wanted it at once, the Palmer com- 
pany was ready to give it. 

There being no more speakers for the op- 
position, this closed the hearing. 

The local company above mentioned is one 
which first published its articles of associa- 
tion on July 1st. It is to be known as the 
Ware Street Railway Company, with the 
intention of building from a point on Main 
street near the Windsor hotel in the town of 
Hardwick, through Hardwick, West Brook- 
field and the town of New Braintree, through 
the town of Ware and through Palmer and 
Warren to near the post office on Main street 
in West Warren, about nine miles. The 
capital stock of the company will be $45,000, 
and the signers of the paper are Charles T. 
Witt, George A. Lewis and William Nagle 
of Boston, Amasa C. Heath, Marcus L. 
Urann, James Rankin and Edward C. 
Jenney of Easton, James T. Nelson, William 
Wright, H. C. Kalish and Charles F. Kalish 
of Chelsea, Arthur B. Fels of Everett, John 
Stretton of Stoughton, Franklin Worcester 
of Hollis, N. H., Andrew Bryson, Frank M. 
Sibley, Henry K. Hyde and Reuben E. 
Capron of Ware. Representatives of this 
proposed company had a conference with the 
selectmen of Ware Tuesday evening and 
offered to give a surety company bond for 
$10,000 that it will have constructed and in 
operation by November Ist a line from West 
Warren through Ware to Gilbertville. The 
Palmer and Monson company had previously 
offered the same bond for the construction of 
the line it asks a franchise for. 

The Ware company has petitioned for a 
grant of locations for its tracks in Ware, and 
the selectmen will give a hearing Friday 
evening, July 28th, at 7.30. 

The Palmer and Monson company has re- 
ceived no word whatever from the Ware 
selectmen regarding the matter, and a de- 
cision is not likely to be given until after the 
hearing on the 28th.

SWINDLER ROUNDED UP. 


Man Wanted for Larceny in Monson Four 
Years Ago is Captured. 

Wednesday morning a man answering to 
the name of John Pearson came before the 
district court at Palmer and pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of larceny froma building. 
He was arrested by Deputy Sheriff Osborne 
at the residence of Mrs. Inez Ferrell on 
Washington street in Monson Monday night, 
charged with larceny from the house of Mrs. 
Cordner, now Mrs. Gordon Wilson of Pal- 
mer, of a gold watch valued at $35, a chain 
and some clothing belonging to John Squiers, 
who boarded at the house of Mrs. Cordner 
at that time. About four years ago & Man 
giving his name as Bartlett and claiming to 
be in the employ of the Springfield Electric 
Light Company came to Monson and boarded 
with Mrs. Cordner. He stayed there six 
days and on Feb. Lith, 1895, suddenly disap- 
peared. He spent much time in the reading 
room of the public library until his disap- 
pearance. The articles mentioned were also 
missed upon his departure, and suspicion 
immediately fell on him. Mrs. Wilson testi- 
fied in court Wednesday that she saw her 
watch on the mantelin the sitting room at 
4 p.m. the day he left, and did not again 
look for it until 9 p. m., when she found it 
missing. She further stated that Bartlett, 
alias Pearson, alias Mason, was in the sit- 
ting room and was the only one who could 
bave taken the watch. John Squiers and 
Gordon Wilson, both of whom boarded with 
Mrs. Cordner then, testified that Pearson 
was the man who was stopping at the house 
at thattime. Monday morning he arrived in 
Monson and registered at the Monson House 
as C. B. Mason of Ellington, Ct., and said he 
would stop for dinner and supper. He failed 
to appear at either meal. Later on he en- 
gaged board at the house of C. B. Patrell on 
Lincoln street, and then made terms with 
Mrs. Ferrell for board. Here he had his din- 
ner, which he paid for. He was first recog- 
nized by Miss Nellie Squier, librarian of the 
free library, because of his numerous visits 
to the library while in town before. She no- 
tified Deputy Sheriff Osborne, who found 
his man at Mrs. Ferrell’s house. W. E. 
Foley, proprietor of the Monson House, feels 
quite sure that this man beat him out of a 
week’s board about four years ago. He was 
bound over to the superior court and his case 
will come up on the fourth Monday of Sep- 
tember. In default of $500 bonds he was 
committed to the jailin Springfield. When 
arrested he vainly tried to free his hands 
from the handcuffs. He appears to be aslick 
rascal, and evidently is accustomed to beat 
out board bills.

Farm Buildings Burned the Third time. 


During the heavy thunder-storm Wednes- 
day evening Dwight Shumway’s barn on his 
large farm on Turkey Hill in Belchertown 
was struck by lightning, and the barn and 
house, with nearly all their contents, were 
entirely destroyed by fire. The house was 
connected with the barn, which gave the 
flames a chance to spread rapidly, and the 
only things that could be saved were a few 
pieces of furniture and three horses. The 
barn was well stocked with hay and grain, 
all of which was burned, together with three 
horses, 11 cows, wagons, carriages and many 
farm implements. This is the third time 
within five years that Mr. Shumway’s build- 
ings have been struck by lightning and 
totally destroyed, and each time he has 
rebuilt.

Place 
ashallow dish of fine charcoal in the ice 
chest. If poultry or birds are to be hung in 
acool place fora few days remove the in- 
ternal organs and partially fill the body with 
charcoal. 

Now wrap the birds in paper and hang up. 
If the outside of poultry is rubbed with 
black pepper it will be still further protected 
from flies. Small birds, liver, kidneys, 
sweetbreads, etc., may be wrapped in paraf- 
fine paper and then buried ina bed of char- 
coal. 

For keeping large pieces of meat and 
poultry here is a simple device: Have a 
large barrel or hogshead half filled with 
charcoal. Put meat hooks ina strip of joist 
and place it across the top of the barrel. 
Have a netting spread over this. This barrel 
may be kept inacool place, and pieces of 
meat hung on the hooks. The charcoal will 
keep the atmosphere dry and sweet, and the 
netting will be a protection against insects. 
Should there be danger from rats and mice, 
use wire netting.

THE GARDENER’S REGORD BOOK. 


(From the Spanish of Pedro Antonio de Alarcon). 
I 


The action begins in Rota. Rota is the 
smallest of those enchanting sister towns 
which form the semicircle of the bay of 
Cadiz, but if it is the smallest it has not 
lacked admirers. The Duke of Osuna, with 
the title of the Duke of Arcos, has worn it 
among the pearls of his crown for a long 
time, and he also has in Rota his seigneurial 
castle, which I could describe stone by 
stone; but I do not wish to speak further of 
castles nor of dukes, but of the famous coun- 
try which surrounds Rota, and of a humble 
gardener whom we will call Tio (Uncle) 
Buscabeatas. 

The country around Rota, especially the 
kitchen-gardens, is so productive, that, be- 
sides yielding as tribute to the Duke of 


N'A. Osuna many bushels of grain, it sends fruits 
WIDELY and vegetables to Cadiz and often to Hueloa, 
CIRCULATED and even to Seville, especially tomatoes and 

pumpkins, the excellent quality and conse- 
NEWSPAPER, quent cheapness of which exceed everything. 


In Andaluria la Baja the people of Rota are 
called calabaceros and tamateros (pumpkin 
heads and tomato growers), nicknames ac- 
cepted by them with noble pride. 


AND THAT’S THE 


JOURNAL. 


In truth, they have reason to be proud of 
such nicknames, for that land of Rota which 
produces so much (I refer to the gardens), 
that land which yields so much for consump- 
tion and exportation, and which gives three 
or four harvests yearly, is not Jand which the 
good God made, but sand, pure and clean, 
ceaselessly expelled by the turbulent ocean, 
snatched by the furious west winds and scat- 
tered over the whole district of Rota, like 
the.ashes which fall around Vesuvius. But 
the niggardliness of nature is more than 
compensated by the constant labor of man. 
I do not believe that there is in the world a 
laborer who works like a Ratino. 

Not even a slender thread of water trickles 
through those melancholy fields. But what 
does it matter? The calabacero has dug 
little ditches across his land, from which he 
draws the precious liquid to nourish his 
vegetables. 

The sand is lacking in fruitful elements. 
What does it matter? The native of Rota 
spends half his life searching for fertilizing 
substances—seaweed loam being pressed 
into service, with which to enrich, not his 
entire heritage perhaps, because manure is 
lacking for all the land, but little rounds of 
earth, the size of a dinner-plate. In each 
one of these little fertilized heaps he plants a 
tomato or pumpkin seed, which he waters 
later on with a little pot not bigger than a 
child’s nursing-bottle. 

From that day on, until the harvest is 
ready, he carefully tends the little plants, 
giving to one a handful of fertilizer, to 
another a drink of water, and clearing them 
of all insects; now binding up broken stems, 
now placing parapets of cane and dry 
branches to shelter them from the fierce rays 
of the sun or the rough sea breezes. Finally, 
he counts the sprouts, the leaves, the flowers, 
or fruit. He talks to them, he caresses them 
and blesses them, even giving them names 
to distinguish and individualize them in his 
imagination. Really, without exaggeration, 
it is a proverb, and I have heard it repeated 
many times in Rota, that the gardeners of 
that country touch with their own hands 
each plant that grows in their gardens at 
least 40 times. Thus it is explained why the 
old gardeners of that region are so bent that 
their knees almost touch their chins.

BEEF PRICES TAKE A JUMP. 


What the Best Cuts Cost Now Compared With a 
Few Years Ago. The Reason. 


The Pole and His Propensity for Courting, 
but not in the Good Old Way. 

The proneness of the average Pole to get 
tangled up in the meshes of the law sooner 
or later and with a greater or less degree of 
regularity is giving the clerk of the district 
court a conundrum, the attempt at the solu- 
tion of which is fast pushing a bare spot up 
through his hair.

While the wholesale price 
of the meat has advanced two and a half 
cents, no advance has been wade in the re- 
tail price of the poorer cuts; beef consumers 
will not pay more for corned beef, shanks, 
and such pieces, now than they did five or 
six years ago, and the difference must be 
made up on the higher priced parts, for 
which there is also more demand. 

There are several reasons for the advance 
in the wholesale price outside of the one of 
the beef trust, usually put forward by the 
consumer whose pocketbook is touched by 
the increased price of his living if he con- 
tinues to eat beef, or the curtailing of his 
meat supply if he keeps his expenses down 
to the former point. A number of years ago 
numerous Western companies were formed 
for the raising of beef; they put large quan- 
tities of it into the market when they got

Possibly the 
higher prices will tend to bring more into 
the market ultimately, but beef cannot be 
raised in a short time. A supply of hogs 
can be raised in a year, but with beef it takes 
a longer time. Itis only a few years since 
Clark & Hastings were killing large numbers 
of native cattle at their Forest Lake slaught- 
er house; now practically none are offered. 
There has also been a good foreign market 
lately. 

Other meats have not advanced in price 
with beef, though within a week pork ribs 
have gone up two cents a pound, from 10 to 
12 cents retail, probably because of the in- 
creased demand for pork since the recent 
advance in beef prices, which were put up 
in the majority of places in this section be- 
fore they were in Palmer. Veal, mutton, 
lamb and pork remain much the same in 
price year after year, each changing slightly 
according to the season for that particular 
class. So while the man of the house must 
pay more for his roast beef and choice 
steak, he can still find in the market plenty 
of good wholesome meat at the old prices,

The main 
sewer is not proving large enough, however, 
in fact is almost too small now to care for 
the water of a heavy rain. With extensions 
added in years to come it is the opinion of 
experts that a trunk sewer three or four feet 
in diameter will have to be built through 
Main street before many years.

COURTSHIP IN GERMANY. 


“When a girl has arrived at what is con- 
sidered the marriageable age in Germany her 
parents invite young men to the house,” 
writes Charlotte Bird, of ‘Girl Life in Ger- 
many,” in the July Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“Two or three are invited at the same time 
so that the attention may not seem too point- 
ed. But no young manis invited to the house 
until after he has called at least once, and 
thus signified his wish to have social inter- 
course with the family. If he calls several 
times in too close succession itis taken for 
granted that he has ‘intentions,’ and he may 
be questioned concerning them. Generally 
an engagement is made public as soon as the 
arrangements can be made. This is done by 
means of the newspapers and formal 
announcements on cards. The man supplies 
a plain gold band ring for each. This is 
worn during the engagement on the ring fin- 
ger of the left hand. From this time the con- 
tracting parties are bride and bridegroom. 
Among conservative people even the afli- 
anced couple is scarcely allowed to be alone, 
a chaperon being provided whenever the 
young people go out. A betrothal may last 
several years, until the bridegoom can be- 
come settled in life, but in most cases the 
marriage soon takes place. Just before the 
marriage the banns are published in the 
church, either on two successive Sundays or, 
if the time be short, twice on the same day. 
In the latter case a notice is posted in a pub- 
lic place notifying all concerned of the wish 
of the couple to marry.”

A MILLION-DOLLAR BEDROOM. 


“Half way between Munich and Salzburg 
is the third castle—Herrenchiemsee—built 
by Ludwig UI,” writes Professor J. H. Gore 
in the July Ladies’ Home Journal. “This 
great structure is incomplete, fortunately 
for already overtaxed Bavaria, for no one 
could surmise what its cost would 
been. One room alone—the renowned bed- 
chamber—could not be duplicated for less 
than a million dollars. The vaulted ceiling 
is one great allegorical painting, the rounded 
cornice is covered with a score of richly 
framed mural paintings, the walls are panels 
of hammered gold of intricate designs, and 
even the floor is of a marvelous pattern. 
The only suggestion of the purpose of this 
wonderful room is the sixty-thousand-dollar 
bed with its canopy more magnificent than 
any that covers a regal throne. In the 
gorgeous dining room he had erected a dis- 
appearing table, which dropped through the 
floor when a course was finished, and in its 
place came up another, set and served. He 
desired this so that servants would be un- 
necessary in the room and the most secret 
state matters could be discussed in safety. 
Many people sought in vain to séé the 
famous room at Herrenchiemsee. Once an 
actress pleased Ludwig so much by her 
recitation that she thought it an opportune 
moment to request permission to see his 
‘most poetic bedehamber.’ She was coolly 
dismissed for her effrontery, and the servants 
were ordered to fumigate the room in which 


In looking over the insurgents who are 
brought in wounded or held as prisoners in 
the Maestranza, at Old Manila, and Fort San 
Felipe, at Cavite, one cannot help but notice 
that they belong to two classes—the very 
young and the old. There are numerous 
gray-haired men among them. One at San 
Felipe bore the reputation of being a deadly 
sharpshooter, and yet he was so old that his 
purple lips hung loosely from mumbling 
jaws, the pupils of his eyes melted gradually 
into the whites, and his hands shook with 
palsy; in fact, he was a very horrid and 
wicked-looking old fellow, but apparently 
quite harmless. All around him were boys 
from 14 to 20, small, but fairly strong in 
build. It may be that they have followed 
the practice of the Spanish in ecclesiastical 
as well as military affairs—that of yoking 4 
strong arm and young heart to an old head. 
The sergeant of the guard, 5ist Lowas, at the 
Maestranza, thought different. Said he; “A 
well-grown man has both the head and the 
arm, or, rather, the legs—they need them 
most; the old men can’t get away fast enough, 
and the boys are foolish or get rattled, so 
they are caught.” 

The prisoners do 
deprived of their cigarillos, 
come nervous, excitable and very 
ent. They are very anxious for employment 
on outside details, and when a non-commis- 
sioned officer appeared with an order for 
“eight big fellows” to put in order some new 
quarters and move furniture, there was @ 
rush to the gate, every one hoping to be 
selected. They are given a few coppers, 
something extra to eat, or a little tobacco, 
for their services. In each quarter there is 
appointed a “chief,” who arranges the de- 
tails for routine cleaning, cooking and police 
work. At all hours of the day women come

Palmer Loses a Prominent Business Man 
and Valuable Citizen. 


Charles D. Holbrook, 64, died at his home 
on Knox street, Palmer, at 7 o’clock Satur- 
day morning, after a long and severe illness. 
For the past three months he had been con- 
fined to the house, suffering with paralysis 
of the nerves, sometimes called dropping 
palsy. Mr. Holbrook had been sick some 
time before he was compelled to stay in the 
house, after which be sank gradually, while 
the disease gained control over his body, 
rendering him helpless, until death came. 

Mr. Holbrook was the son of Samuel and 
Harriet Holbrook and was born in Ware, 
July 26,1833. He spent his boyhood days on 
his father’s farm in that town and obtained 
his education in the public schools there. 
At the age of 27 he left the farm and came to 
Palmer, where he started an oyster business, 
which he conducted for three years in the 
Nassowanno House block. He next went 
into the grain business in company with D 
W. Foskit, under the firm name of Foskit & 
Holbrook. This partnership lasted until the 
death of Mr. Foskit, five years later, when 
his son, D. W. Foskit, took his father’s place 
in the firm and the business was carried on 
in the McGilvray block under the same firm 
name. The firm built a grist mill about four 
miles below Palmer on the Brimfield road, 
and was constantly adding to the extent of 
its business. Several years later the firm 
changed its location to the site now occupied 
by Mr. Holbrook’s present store. A few 
years later the building was burned and the 
present block was erected by Mr Holbrook, 
the firm having dissolved partnership about 
this time. From that time Mr. Holbrook 
conducted the business alone. He retained 
the business of the old firm, besides adding 
more to it as the years went by. About a 
year after the destruction of the old Com- 
mercial block by fire, in company with 
Ebenez-r Brown, he built the building that 
is at present known by that name.

Mr. Holbrook was one of Palmer’s most 
successful and prominent business men. He 
was a man respected and honored by those 
who knew him or were brought in contact 
with him in any way by business transac- 
tions. He hada very wide circle of friends 
and was well known by many living in this 
vicinity. He was practically a self-made 
map, and was an example of what honesty 
and close application to business will do for 
any business man. During his long business 
career he had accumulated considerable 
wealth and property. He had always been 
a Republican and had been held in confi- 
dence by the members of that party. He 
had no desire for political honors and conse- 
quently his party could not bestow upon 
him the trust and the honor which it would 
have done provided he had been more ambi- 
tious in this line. He served on the board of 
selectmen and overseers of the poor, but this 
was the extent of his public offices. He was 
a member of Thomas Lodge of Masons and 
the Springfield Commandery, Knights 
Templar; also of the Royal Arcanum. He 
was married twice, in 1874 to Laura English 
of Palmer and in 1893 to Dora Chapman of 
the same place, who survives him. He also 
leaves two children, Arthur W.and Linda 
B. In Mr. Holbrook’s death Palmer loses a 
good citizen,—a citizen who took a keen 
interest in town affairs, and one who 
was always willing to further any public 
benefit. Death has brought to a close an 
honest, honorable business life, one that has 
extended over 55 years. 

The funeral was held at his late residence 
on Knox street Monday afternoon. The 
stores were closed from 2 to 330 o’clock. 
Rev. O.G. Petrie of St. Paul’s church ofii- 
ciated and music was furnished by a quartet 
consisting of Miss Bessie M. Royce, Miss 
Carrie J. Fish, H. W. McGregory and C.F. 
Orcutt. E G Hastings, S. H. Hellyar, 
H. P. Holden, J. B. Shaw, C. E. Fish and 
F. J. Wassum acted as bearers. There were 
many beautiful and handsome floral offer- 
ings, the gifts of friends and relatives. The

On my return home in the evening, I 
again drank three cups at least of hot tea, 
and it is to this beverage solely that I at- 
tribute my endurance at that time, and the 
fact that I did not succomb to sunstroke or 
a coup de chaluer, as so many do who freeze 
their internal organs with iced drinks in 
hot weather. Hot tea has, therefore, become 
my infallible restorative when feverish and 
exhausted by exposure to the sun or toa 
high temperature. 

Then, again, I have never suffered from 
any gastric or intestinal trouble, which, I 
think, is in great measure owing to the fact 
that the water for tea is always boiled, and I 
do not depend on cold, impure water to 
quench my thirst, as most people do, at the 
expense of their health, for icing drinks does 
not purify it. 

Then last, but not least, as a remedy re- 
gtorative and prophylactic for those ad- 
dicted to alcohol, itis invaluable. A fri@*yl 
of our family was in the habit of over- 
indulging in various strong drinks, and be- 
fore I awoke to the fact, I thought he was 
chiefly faint and exhausted from hunger 
and fatigue, and I know not what. So, as 
soon as he entered the house in this peculiar, 
excited condition, I wouid at once give him 
a cup of good tea anda chop, or whatever 
could be most quickly prepared. The result

A. J. Northrop, a Prominent Palmer Business Man, 
Has His Neck Dislocated. 


The Franchise for the West Warren, Gil- 
bertville and Ware Electric Roads.

Itis 
now practically of no use unless a large 
block is on fire or property adjoining a blaze 
is threatened, on account of its weight and 
the time necessarily consumed in getting it 
to the scene of action. It is suggested that 
some arrangement might be made with the 
electric road for transporting the apparatus 
when required, and some sort of carriage 
provided for the purpose at a reasonable 


expense. 
A NUISANCE. 

While a street sprinkling cart may be a 
blessing of the largest kind when properly 
managed, it may also be an unmitigated 
nuisance, and that is what the one which is 
used on the streets of this village is fast be- 
coming. Instead of a quantity of water 
suitable to lay the dust, it emits fioods which 
rapidly give the dryest street a layer of 
mud which is shunned by the driver who 
cares anything about keeping his carriage 
clean. No attention whatever is paid to 
keeping crosswalks dry, they being flooded 
indiscriminately; and as the ecncrete does 
not absorb the moisture well they are usual- 
ly in a condition disagreeable to pedestrians. 
Something should be done to abate the 


nuisance. . 
NOT NEEDED. 

It would bardly seem that the new street 
from Pine to North Main, on the petition for 
which the selectmen will give a hearing next 
Tuesday, is required for the “* 
ience and necessity,’’ as the petition puts it, 
A part of the proposed street has been laid 
out for years by the former owner of the 
land, but is seldom used, though open to the 
public.

Different conditions in different localities 
must largely determine the line of action, as 
indeed must the character of the individual 
concerned. But the Brookfield killing of 
not long ago, and now that at Amberst must 
make even the wost unheeding shudder as 
the possibilities are contemplated. The 
farmer cannot provide a separate table for 
his hired help, neither can he hold himself 
entirely aloof from intercourse with them 
other than pertains to the work about the 
place. There must be more or less familiar- 
ity, the unlettered employe s00n presumes 
too great intimacy and is rebuffed, and then, 
if he is not intelligent enough to see his 
error, the news of the week indicates the 
possible fate of loved ones. It is not a 
pleasant matter for contemplation. 


PLAY FAIR. 


The Springfield “Homestead of last Satur- 
day contained the following: 


Tom Kenefick cannot expect his 
friends to take much interest in 
renomination and reélection. A series of large 
public improvements, of which a new bridge 
across the Connecticut is an integral part, was 
delayed by the defeat of the bridge bill in the 
Senate last winter. A Springfield man in the 
upper house would have saved that measure, and 
it is the intention of this city to have a man 
there next winter. Senator Kenefick’s work 
during the session was creditable as a whole, but 
did not rise above the ordinary. 


In the first place no one has heard one 
word from Mr. Kenefiek regarding his in- 
tentions as to the senatorial contest this 
fall, and “‘his campaign’ is so far wholly 
imaginary.

DEATH OF SAMUEL EDGERTON. 


A Well-Known Business Man of Palmer for 
Many Years. 

Samuel Edgerton, a former business man 
of Palmer, but for some years retired from 
active business life, died at his home on Park 
street at 6.30 last evening. Mr. Edgerton 
had been in poor health for the past 7 years; 
since last December he had suffered much, 
and was confined to his bed for the last 14 
weeks of his life. 

Mr. Edgerton born in Franklin 
county, Mass. When 21 years of age he 
learned the machinists’ trade in Waterford, 
N. Y., where he was employed for a time, 
going from there to Syracuse and then to 
Troy, where he was with Starbuck & Co. for 
a number of years. In 1850 he received an 
offer of the position of master mechanic for 
the Rensselaer and Saratoga railroad, which 
he accepted, and remained with that corpor- 
ation 24 years, his work being the building 
and repairing of locomotives. Mr. Edgerton 
left the railroad’s employ in_ 1874 and came 
to Palmer, where he engaged iv the foundry 
and machine shop business with Franklin 
Davis under the firm name of Edgerton & 
Davis. Ten years ago he retired from active 
labor and sold his interest to R. B. Francis, 
who still conducts the business. 

Mr. Edgerton was twice married. His 
first wife was Jemima Buckley of Syracuse, 
N. Y., to whom he was married in 1854; she 
died in 1843 and in 1846 he married Hannah 
Yates of Schaghticoks, N. Y., who died in 
Palmer in i889. Four daughters survive 
their father, Mrs. Evta J. Hill of Troy, Nis, 
Mrs. J. B. Williams of Chatham, N. Y., Mrs. 
C. E. Fuller and Mrs. F. W. Harrison of 
Palmer. The latter has lived with her 
father and cared for him in his declining 
years. Mr. Edgerton was a member of the 
Troy lodge of Masons, of the Golden Rule 
Alliance of Palmer, and a member of the 
Baptist church of the latter place. While 
never holding public office in Palmer, he 
was for years chairman of the school com- 
mittee of Green Island, N. Y., where he 
lived, and also a member of the board of 
health. He was a constant attendant at 
divine worship as long as his health would 
permit. Quiet and unassuming, he yet had 
a kind word and a smile for all, and 
although he has been seen on the streets of 
the place but little of late years, yet there 
are many friends who will mourn his death. |

The Ger- 
man had to turn to get out of the harbor, 
and by the time she reached the entrance the 
two ships were close together. Again the 
German turned, and then headed toward the 
fort that was to be bombarded. Comdr. 
Leary ran his ship between the German and 
the shore, and when about 300 yards from 
the Alder gave the order:— 

“Clear for action!” 

At once the decks were cleared, and the 
guns were trained. The German followed 
suit, and the two ships steamed along the 
coast ready for the fray. A shot from either 
vessel meant war between the two countries 
When opposite the native forts, the Alder 
came to anchor, and the Adams anchored 
between the German and the shore. So 
close were the vessels that no guns could be 
fired from the Alder without passing over 
or through the Adams. Then Comdr 
Leary sent this note to the German com- 
mander:— 

I have the honor to inform you that, having 
received information that American property 
in the Latago vicinity of Laulii, Lotoanuu and 


Solo-Solo is liable to be invaded this day, I am 
here for the purpose of protecting the same. 


For hours the men stood at their guns, but 
no shot came from the German. He was 
ready to war upon the Samoans, but war 
with the United States was another matter.

State Road to Begin at Boston and Albany 
Freight House.

It has been understood that the strip of 
state highway to be built in Palmer this year 
would begin at the junction of the carpet 
mill road and Park street, but it has now 
been decided to commence it at a point 900 
feet further west, which will bring it to the 
Park street entrance to the Boston and 
Albany freight yard, thus giving the heavy 
loads which come over that road from Wales, 
Brimfield and Fosket’s Mill—when the pro- 
posed road is all built—a good hauling sur- 
face clear to the freight house. When the 
surveyor was here last week laying out the 
strip Selectman C. T. Brainerd told him he 
was not satisfied to have the road begin at 
the carpet mill road, and should try and 
have it begin further west. He suggested 
the matter to others, but was told that it 
was of no use, that the commissioners would 
not allow it. He believed, however, that 
nothing could be lost by making the attempt, 
and yesterday made a trip to Boston and in- 
terviewed the board, being accompanied in 
bis call by L. E. Moore, formerly of Palmer. 
The matter was explained to the commis- 
sioners and they readily consented to begin 
the road at the point stated above. 

The statement that the contract for the 
road was to be awarded to-morrow and that 
work must begin by the 15th, is an error, as 
the specifications for the strip are not ready 
yet. The contract for the Brimfield road 
was to have been awarded yesterday, and 
work must commence by the 15th, Only the 
grading and culverts will be done this fall, 
as where so much grading is necessary it is 
thought best to let it settle over winter be- 
fore putting on the stone.

WAS NO MISTAKE. 


Probably the directors of the electric rail- 
way company have by this time become con- 
vinced that no error was made when the 
Forest Lake fare was reduced to five cents. 
Although the tickets are sold by the com- 
pany at this rate ouly in strips of five round 
trips, the effect on travel was immediately 
noticeable when the price was reduced. 
The company is not losing any money be- 
cause of increased travel. The money it has 
lost was in the earlier part of the season 
under a ten-cent fare to the lake. Now let 
the company sell single tickets for tive 
cents, or give a transfer at the lake junction. 
Not every person cares to invest in tive 
round-trip tickets at 50 cents, and the mer- 
chants are buying the strips and dividing 
them up to suit their customers. If the 
railway company does not object to this why 
should it object to a straight five-cent fare?

A GOOD SUGGESTION. 


What is Doing It. 

Many people about the place are complain- 
ing of finding their lawns torn up in the 
morning, the surface looking as though a 
small pig had been rooting there, and are 
wondering what is doing it. Itis the work 
of skunks, which seem to be unusually 
plenty this summer, and they dig the holes 
and turn over the turf in search of the large 
fat white grubs which lie a short distance 
below the surface. One who has used the 
method says that they are easily disposed of 
in a way which leaves no odor. A small 
hole is made in the side of an egg and a 
little of the white removed; a little strych- 
nine, about the amount which can be taken 
up on the point of a knife blade, is then 
placed in the egg and the hole sealed with a 
small piece of gummed paper. The egg is 
then placed where the skunk can easily find 
it; they are very fond of hen fruit and will 
readily eat the egg if they discover it. The 
strychnine is a powerful poison, and the 
skunk will be found close to where the egg 
was. In fact, the authority says that of 
many which he has killed in this way none 
ever got more than three or four feet away. 
The experiment is worth trying, at any rate. 
Tbe animals seem to do most of their work 
early in the morning, about daylight, judg- 
ing from the condition of the ground where 
they have been at work. 


With the almost moral certainty that the 
town of Palmer will have to erect a new 
grammar school building in the Depot village 
next year, the suggestion is made by a 
business man and voter that the proper place 
for it is on the vacant lot on the corner of 
Thorndike and Pleasant streets opposite the 
high school building, owned by Wilson 
Lawrence. This would be an ideal loca- 
tion, bringing the two schoolhouses in close 
proximity to each other and the grammar 
school rooms under the closer supervision 
of the superintendent of schools, while 
rendering him easier of access by the 
teachers if for any reason he is wanted. If 
the lot now owned by the town is to be used 
the present building must be torn down or 
removed. It would bring much more if 
allowed to remain where it is, and with the 
lot wonld probably bring a price suftilicient 
to purchase the Lawrence lot. Atany rate, 
the voters will have ample time to think it 
over before the annual town meeting.

THE AUDITORSHIP. 

The JouRNAL recently stated that Auditor 
Jobn W. Kimball had given the state a 
service which should entitle him to a Te- 
nomination if he desired it. But certain 
matters which have since been brought to 
our attention indicate that the best interests 
of the state demand the nomination and 
election of another man. For some time 
charges of loose methods in the auditor’s 
department have been made, and on the 
basis of these the last Legislature passed a 
law forbidding the auditor to pay certain 
“expenses” of state officials which had pre- 
viously been paid without question. The 
nature of these bills can easily be investi- 
gated by anyone, and an examination of 
some of them reveal sa most wonderful con- 
ception of legitimate ‘‘expenses” on the part 
of some state officials. The only wonder is 
that they had the ‘‘cheek’’ to present them 
at all. When it is possible to have such 
bills paid without question it is time to 
make a change in the power controlling 
such payment, and that is the auditor’s 
office. They cannot be paid without his 
sanction, and it is his duty to closely 
scrutinize all bills brought before him, and 
throw out all that are not legitimate. There 
are several candidates for Mr. Kimball’s 
place, among them Senator Samuel W. 
George of Haverhill, who has a good record 
in the House and Senate for watchfulness 
over the state treasury. He has made a 
study of the accounts in the auditor’s de- 
partment, and thinks that a check should be 
put on some of the “expenses” which are 
now allowed there. He promises that there 
will be if he is elected, and his record would 
seem to be one of the kind that the people 
can safely trust.

Letter From a Palmer Boy Who Was 
With Dewey at Manila. 

A letter was received yesterday from 
Robert J. Madden, a former Palmer boy, 
who joined the United States navy in 94 at 
New York. He is alive and well and at the 
time of writing was in Yokohama, Japan, on 
the Boston, having been transferred from 
the Bennington. He said that he was writ- 
ing with a light heart as he was on his way 
home, where he would arrive probably some 
time in November. He was transferred to 
the Boston on the 7th of June, and on the 
9th left Manila for Hong Kong, China, 
where the vessel was in the dry dock seven 
days. The next stop was Nagaski, where he 
found two trees planted by General and Mrs. 
Grant in 1879. The people there live in two- 
story houses and sleep on grass mats, having 
no beds. From there they went to Yoka- 
hama by way of the Inland sea. He says 
the people of Japan wear the most expensive 
of silk garments. He also visited the capital 
of Japan, Tokio. He says he is more than 
glad to get out of that miserable country and 
start toward America, and will tell more 
about his experiences when he arrives. He 
sept several foreign stamps and a Chinese 
silver medal. 





Old Offender Caught. 


Patrick Murphy of Thorndike was fined 
$10 in the district court this morning for 
disturbing the peace. Murphy and another 
man were arrested by Officer Luman June 
26th for being engaged in a fight. While the 
officer was getting a team at the stable in 
Thorndike to bring his men down, Murphy, 
whom he left standing near by, made a break 
and got away. Officer Luman brought his 
other man down to the lockup, and know- 
ing that Murphy had a brother in West 
Warren notified the police of that place to 
watch for his man. Murphy went to Con- 
necticut, and afew days ago came back to 
West Warren. An officer of that place saw 
kim and notified Luman, who went to West 
Warren yesterday and brought him to 
Palmer. 


Two of the most horrible disasters in the 
history of New England occurred last Sun- 
day, one at Mt. Desert, Me., and the other at 
Oronoque, six miles north of Bridgeport, Ct. 
At the former place a large crowd had come 
from outlying points to see the vessels of the 
United States navy, and in transferring from 
the cars to the steamer which was to take 
them across the bay a gang plank broke and 
precipitated them into the water, where they 
were drowned like mice. The gang plank 
was about 40 feet long, one end resting on 
the shore and the other on the boat; when 
it broke in the center the sides of the slip 
formed three smooth walls and the boat 
made practically a fourth up which no one 
could climb or obtain a hold, and in five 
minutes 23 lives were lost. The fault is laid 
at the door of the Maine Central railroad, 
which owned the boat, in that the gang 
plank was of poor construction and had not 
been properly inspected. In Connecticut a 
trolley car loaded with pleasure riders left 
the track on a trestle and toppled over to the 
ground 40 feet below, striking on its roof; 
the motor and trucks smashed in upon the 
passengers and 36 persons were killed. The 
road had been opened only the Thursday 
before, and there seems to be a difference of 
opinion as to the cause of the accident; the 
investigation has not yet been finished.

“THREE RIVERS ARE VICTORS 





In the Second Game of the Series 
with Thorndike. 


BIG CROWD, EXCITING GAME, 7 TO 2. 






































































Three Rivers Manager Declines to Play 
Third Game, Agreed Upon for To- 
morrow at Palmer. 


There was a big crowd out at Thorndike 
Saturday to see the Thorndikes defeated by 
the Three Rivers in a ball game which was 
full of interest until the last. It was a hot 
game at times, with a little excitement at 
two or three critical points. In the first 
inning, after Hannifin had made a hit over 
the right field fence that would have given 
him three bases before it could be fielded, it 
was that the managers had 
agreed upon a ground rule of one base in 
such events, and the Thorndikes nearly had 
a fit, while Three Rivers was correspondingly 
elated. In the second inning, with two out 
and Smith on third and LaMar on first, the 
latter tried to steal second and was caught, 
but in the meantime Smith had sprinted for 
the plate, crossing it about two feet ahead of 
LaMar’s being uailed; every Thorndike 
player immediately tried to tell the umpire 
why Smith’s score should not count, while 
each Three Rivers player organized himself 
into a committee of one to argue to the con- 
trary; the run counted. Later in the game 
Manager Moran seized a bat and attempted 
to clear the base lines, and for a time it 
looked like a good old-fashioned scrap. But 
everything passed off comparatively 
smoothly, and the spectators got their 
money’s worth. The game attracted many 
people from other places; West Warren sent 
a good delegation, and Springfield was also 
represented. There were those who were 
looking for a scrap before the game was over, 
basing their hopes on the intense rivalry 
known to exist between the two villages, 
but they were disappointed. 

The game was slow in starting. At 2.40 it 
was announced that some of the players ex- 
pected to arrive in Palmer at 1.40 were de- 
layed by the train being an hour late, and 
would not arrive on the grounds until 3.30 
It was just 4 when the game was called, ind 
then it was with sorrow on the part of 
Manager Moran of the Thorndikes. He had 
engaged Herndon for a pitcher, who had 
failed to put in an appearance. He did the 
best he could however, and put Brosnahan 
in the box. Three Rivers had not been 
loafing around since the game of a week 
before, and had Dunkle of the Providence 
league team in the box, with LaMar of the 
same team behind the bat, and they made a 
battery which was hard to work against. 
Drysdale, formerly of Williams and North 
Adams, a fine player, held down third base, 
while Smith of Westfield performed a 
similar service for the second bag. Another 
outside player was also expected but failed 
to show up, and as the result proved, was 
not needed. 

Thorndike was first at the bat. Gannon 
was out at first and Cassidy struck out; 
Keye made second on the left-fielder’s muff 
of his fly, and took third on Hannifin’s hit 
to right; Hannifin started to steal second 
and the catcher made a throw of the ball; 
it was an old trick and Keye bit, starting for 
home; the ball went to the pitcher instead 
of to second, and Key, was caught between 
the bases. For Three Rivers Sullivan was 
out on a foul; Drysdale drew a base on balls 
and stole second; Smith hit to left for two 
bags and Drysdale scored; LaMar’s hit to 
center was muffed and Smith scored, and 
after Rycroft had flied out Burdette brought 
LaMar in with a hit; Lane reached first be- 
hind the ball, but it was muffed and he was 
safe, but Story made the third out with a fly 
to third. 

Thorndike went out in order in the 
second, Sullivan and Connor at tirst, Ken- 
nedy striking out. Three Rivers scored two 
more runs. Dunkle struck out, and Sulli- 
van was out trying to steal second after a 
base hit to right; then Drysdale made a 
two-bagger to right which brought Drysdale 
in and took second on the throw to the plate 
to catch Drysdale, who scored by a beauti- 
ful slide; LaMar made a clean hit to left, bat 
was caught trying to make two bases. Score, 
Three Rivers 5, Thorndike nothing. 

In the third Longtine drew a base on balls 
for Thorndike and stole second and third; 
Brosnahan struck out; Gannon struck out, 
but Sullivan dropped the ball and was 
obliged to throw him out at first; Longtine 
tried to score on the play and was caught at 
the plate. Three Rivers went out in order, 
Rycroft at first, Burdette and Lane striking 
out. 

It was one, two, three again for Thorn- 
dike in the fourth, Cassidy at first, Keye by 
a foul to the catcher, and Hannifin striking 
out. For Three Rivers Story and Dunkle 
were both out at first; Sullivan hit to left 
for one bag, but Drysdale sent a liner into 
the hands of Thorndike’s star short-stop, 
Kennedy, and the side was out. 

Thorndike came near scoring again in the 
fifth. Sullivan struck out and Kennedy 
died at first; Connor tried to drive a ball 
through the umpire and reached first; Long- 
tine drew a base on balls, advancing Connor 
to second; a double steal placed the men on 
second and third, and a hit meant two 
runs, but Brosnahan struck out. Only 
three men came up for Three Rivers, Smith 
going out at first, LaMar by a fly to left, and 
Rycroft by a hit directly into the first base- 
man’s hands. 

In Thorndike’s half of the sixth Gannon 
retired on a pop fly to third, Cassidy was 
safe by reason of a muff by the first base- 
man, and then stole second and third, but 
Keye struck out and Hannifin was out ona 
fly to right field. Burdette struck out for 
Three Rivers, Lane reached first by a hit to 
left, but Story and Dunkle were both out on 
flies. 

In the seventh Thorndike was again out 
in order, Sullivan by a fly to third, Kennedy 
at first and Connor by a fly to right. Three 
Rivers got two more runs in this inning. 
Sullivan, the first man up, nailed the first 
ball pitched and pushed it up into the woods 
for a homer; Drysdale got his base on balls 
and went to second on Smith’s hit to right; 
LaMar hit to right and Drysdale scored, 
Smith going to second; Rycroft hit to short, 
who threw wild to first and he was safe, 
then stole second, Smith having gone to 
third on his hit; with two men on bases 
Burdette struck out and Lane was out by a 
tly to third. 

In Thorndike’s half of the eighth Long- 
tine went out at first and Brosnahan on a fly 
to third; Gannon made the second hit for 
the team and then stole second; Cassidy 
followed with a hit and Gannon scored ; 
Keye then hit to deep center and thought he 
was safe, but Sullivan made a star catch and 
the side was retired. In Three Rivers’s half 
Storey went out at first; Dunkle madea bunt 
which landed just over the third baseman’s 
head; Sullivan sent one straight at the 
pitcher, who threw Dunkle out at second, 
but the ball was late in getting to first and 
Sullivan was safe, what might have been a 
pretty double play being lost; Drysdale 
sent Sullivan to second by a hit to right, but 
Smith was the third man out, short to first. 

Thorndike got another in her half of the 
ninth. Hannifin hit safely along third base 
line, then stole second and third, and reached 
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the plate on a throw to second to catch 
Connor, who had reached first on a base on 
balls and was trying to steal; Sullivan was 
out by a fly to center, Kennedy struck out, 
as did also Longtine, and the game was over.

According to the original agreement, if a 
third game was necessary, it was to be 
played at Palmer to-morrow aftert oon, but 
Manager Warriner of the Three [ivers 
declines to pla. it that time and place. 
He was seen on Monday by Manager Moran 
of the Thorndikes, and stated that he had 
been informed that the wine men of Palmer 
had offered Mr. Moran $100 to have the game 
played in that village; that with this money 
the Thorndike manager would be enabled to 
hire more and better players than could be 
afforded by the Three Rivers manager, thus 
placing his team at an unfair disadvantage, 
and he declined to play at Palmer. A prop- 
osition was made to Manager Moran to 
play in either Thorndike or Three Rivers, 
the people from the visiting village being 
given an opportunity to see the game at the 
same price as residents of the village by 
having their car fare refunded to them, but 
it was declined. Monday evening Mr. 
Moran made Mr. Warriner a proposition to 
play in Three Rivers, the Thorndike team to 
take 60 per cent of the gate receipts. This 
was declined because of the unequal division 
of the receipts, and also because a series of 
games had been arranged between the Three 
Rivers and West Warren teams, the first to 
be played to-morrow at Three Rivers. 
Manager Moran does not think the latter 
reason a very good one, and points to an 
arrangement to play the Ludlows, which the 
Three Rivers team had when the Thorndike- 
Three Rivers series was arranged, and which 
was given up. Manager Warriner, in regard 
to this game, says that it had not been 
advertised, and that when the game was 
arranged it was with the understanding that 
it could be dropped if the Three Rivers team 
concluded arrangements for the Thorndike 
series. Manager Moran has offered to play 
the game in Ware, but this proposition was 
also declined. 

Lovers of the national game regret that the 
third gameis not forthcoming, recognizing 
that it would be one of the hottest contests 
on the diamond, and well worth seeing. 


AFTER A GLANDERED HORSE. 


Possible Trouble in Store for Various Pos- 
sessors of the Animal. 


One of the state veterinaries was in town 
last week attempting to find traces of a horse 
afflicted with the glanders, which he had 
been on the track of for some time but had 
temporarily lost sight of. It seems that 
some time ago the board in some way got in- 
formation regarding a glandered horse in 
this section, and were after it with the inten- 
tion of killing it, but it was evidently a 
speedy animal, for it changed hands so rap- 
idly that it was difficult to locate it in the 
race. A short time ago a glandered horse 
owned by W. H. Williams of Palmer was 
killed, and this gave the board aclew. Start- 
ing from Springtield—previous to which its 
record is not definite—it was sold to a Lud- 
low man, who in turn disposed of it toa 
Belchertown resident; its next owner was a 
Bondsville merchant who on a trip to Ware 
discovered the animal to be diseased. He 
took it back to the man who sold it to 
him and received back the animal he had 
traded for it. The Belchertown man then 
sold it to Mr. Williams of Palmer. It is re- 
ported that each owner of the animal pre- 
vious to Mr. Williams knew the animal’s 
condition, and that it was also known to 
several veterinaries. As there is a severe 
penalty for the failure of the latter—or any 
other person for that matter—to report 
cases of glanders which come under their 
observation, it is possible that prosecutions 
may follow.

The committee has engaged one of the 
parlors on the second floor of the opera 
house for additional school room, and will 
place 40 desks there for the new second 
grade room under the charge of Miss Stone.

A BAD FIRE AT WARREN. 


Sayles & Jenks Woolen Mill Damaged to 
the Extent of $15,000 Last Night. 
The Sayles & Jenks woolen mill at Warren 
narrowly escaped destruction by fire at a 
late hour last night. 
will be from $15,000 to $20,000, principally 

from water on the machinery and stock. 


As it was the damage 


The fire started in the card room on the 
top floor, and spontaneous combustion is 
supposed to have been the cause. It was 
discovered by Charles Tyler of Worcester, 
an engineer on the west-bound freight train, 
who blew his whistle all the way to West 
Warren, a distance of nearly three miles. 


Both the Warren and West Waaren fire 
departments responded promptly. The 
watchman at the mill, Charles Potvin, 
had just completed his round when 
bis attention was called to the fire 
by the shrieks of the locomotive 
whistle. He sounded the alarm, and the fire 


was soon under control, good work being 
done by the company’s own hose and the 
sprinklers. Half the mill was soaked with 
water, which was two or three inches deep 
on the floors. The loss is probably covered 
by insurance, though the president of the 
company, William A. Jenks, was in New 
York last night and no positive statement 
can be made. The mills were burned about 
seven years ago, and remained idle for some 
time until recently, when they were started 
up and have been doing a rushing business, 
running evenings for some time; about 250 
hands were employed, and the mill was 
closed about 10 o’clock last evening. It will 
be about a week or ten days before it will be 
running again. In the meantime Warren 
people are congratulating themselves that 
the damage was no greater.

Death of Henry C. Webb. 

Henry C. Webb, 60, died Wednesday after- 
noon at 5.15 of a form of Bright’s disease. 
His death came as a shock to his acquaint- 
ances, few of whom knew that his illness 
was of so serious a nature. He gave up his 
work at Charlestown about four months ago 
and returned to his Monson home, since 
which he had been under the care of a phy- 
sician, but was able to be about the house 
until Saturday, when he had a severe chill. 
From that time he failed rapidly until the 
end, having spasms at last. A prayer will 
be offered by Rev. C.C. Conner at his late 
home on Bridge street to-morrow morning at 
8.30, after which the body will be taken to 
Mansfield for burial; a service will be held 
at that place upon the arrival of the train. 
Mr. Webb was born in England June 4, 1839. 
When about 18 he came to the United States. 
For several years he followed the sea, visit- 
ing many countries in this way. He then 
became a machinist and for a time was en- 
gaged in the manufacture of firearms in 
Norwich, Ct. He afterward removed to 
Mansfield, where he remained 11 years, and 
then came to Monson five years ago a8 ma- 
chinist for the R. M. Reynolds straw works. 
When this industry closed something over a 
year ago Mr. Webb went to the Springfield 
armory to work, and from there to the 
Charlestown navy yard. He leaves a family 
to which he was greatly devoted: A wife, 
whose maiden name was Mary Van Cott and 
to whom he was married in 1866; a son, 
Charles H., and three daughters, Lillie M., 
Carrie B. and Jennie E, and a sister in Eug- 
land, Mrs. Garside Terry. Two children 
have died. Mr. Webb was a Mason and Odd 
Fellow, and was a man who stood well 
among his associates. The portion of his life 
spent in Monson was very quiet, as his busi- 
ness and family engrossed his entire atten- 
tion.

Water Company Protests. 

The Palmer Water Company has sent the 
following protest to the state highway com- 
mission regarding the lowering of Park 
street. 


We understand that in laying out the state 
road on Park street, Palmer, you are consid- 
ering the advisability of extending the road 
some 900 fect further north than at first 
planned. By doing this we are informed 
that it would make it necessary to cut down 
the grade of the road four or five feet. We 
have a ten-inch cement pipe running along 
this road, and as it is Jaid on a ledge it would 
require considerable blasting, at a great ex- 
pense, to lower the pie, and the village 
would have to be shut off from the water 
supply a week or ten days, making it very 
bad ip case of tire, as we supply the fire dis- 
trict with water. We trust that having 
stated these facts you will devise some plan 
by which the Water Co. will not be obliged 
to lower the pipe. 

In reply the commission has notified the 
selectmen thatif, in the construction of the 
proposed highway, it is necessary to lower 
any water pipes, the commission will not 
pay the costs. 

In the first place there is no certainty that 
there is a ledge under the pipe. Itis on the 
south side of the road, within a few feet of 
the railroad cut, which at no point gives any 
indication of a ledge. A couple of days 
work on the part of a shoveler would ascer- 
tain whether there is one or not by digging a 
hole. That the water would need to be shut 
off a week is not to be considered a moment. 
There are a dozen men in town who will take 
the contract to lower the pipe and not sbut 
the water off more than 10 hours at the 


longest.
